Address As Tau Beta Pi

After describing several of his 
archeologtcal experiences In Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, Dr. Webb said 
in conclusion, "You can see from 
my talk that archaeology, as a hobby, 
has some problems and offers some

CHALLENGE TO THE PRESS 
Twentv years ago, when President Eliot of 
Harvard presented an address in which he hap- 
pened to mention the word syphilis and gonor- 
rhea, a Boston newspaper, horrified, deleted all 
reference to the speech. In 1934 the National 
Broadcasting Companv refused to allow medi- 
cal officers to discuss the subject of venereal 
diseases over the radio, fearing criticism from 
listeners. 

The fact that venereal diseases affect approx- 
imately 10 percent of the United States" popula- 
tion, that syphilis produces death or chronic in- 
validism in one-fourth of those affected, and 
that every year there occurs a total of 518,000 
fresh adult infections has been known to medi- 
cal men and social workers, but until recently 
the public has been neither informed nor of- 
fered aid in a forthright manner concerning this 
first class menace. 

Throughout the country today, progressive 
newspapers are launching campaigns against 
venereal diseases, presenting information, ad- 
vice, statistics, and aid to the average reader. 
Encouraged by Dr. Thomas Parran, head of the 
U. S. Public Health, surveys revealing the prev- 
alence of venereal diseases, their causes, and 
cures, are being published in an effort to throw 
over the taboo concerning these diseases, a ta- 
boo which has been responsible for much of the 
havoc caused by these. 

Carl Warren, of the editorial board of the 



New York Daily News, which presented one of 
the most influential and valuable venereal dis- 
ease campaigns, recently said. "I am convinced 
that the crusade against venereal diseases, now 
flaming everywhere, will be the No. I health 
campaign of the next decade and that the press 
will do its part- as it must do its part if these 
scourges are to be stamped out Medical sci 
ence has had the weapons to conquer syphilis 
at least for 25 years, but the disease is rampant. 
Who? Because the enemy has not been brought 
within the range of those weapon* The doc- 
tors cannot win this battle alone You cannot 
kill a tiger when he hides in the bushes. Some 
one must drive him into the open. That is the 
job of the press, the radio, the screen." 

Here is a challenge to newspapers which they 
must accept if they are to serve their true pur- 
pose. Medical science can wipe out venereal 
diseases if it is given the opportunity. It is up to 
the press to make that opportunity, to break 
down the taboo which is hairing progress, to 
make the public take action against the menace 
which is so prevalent in the United States today
